Governor Thomas E. Dewey, Republican candidate for president 
of the United States, is scheduled to give a campaign address this 

Saturday in the St. Joseph’s fieldhouse. 

Mr. Dewey will arrive in Rens- 
selaer by special train at 11:45 
a.m., and after his talk in the 
fieldhouse will leave Rensselaer 
at 1:00 p.m. 

Halleck Instrumental 
Charles A. Halleck of Rensse- 
laer, Majority Leader of the 
House of Representatives, made it 
possible for Dewey to be heard 
here. During the G.O.P. convention 
held in Philadelphia in June of 
this year, Halleck proved instru- 
mental in throwing^ 1 the Indiana 
delegation behind Dewey’s nomi- 
nation. / 

Dewey started a nine-state cam- 
paign Sunday night through the 
Middle West. He will swing 
across northern Indiana Saturday, 
stopping at Collegeville. 

Other Appearances 
The Republican presidential can- 
didate is booked for 37 other 
campaign appearances during his 
eight-day trip, including major 
speeches at Pittsburgh, Kansas 
City, and St. Raul. 


On Tuesday, Sept 28, the Rev. 
Alfred Zanolar officially and for 
the first time addressed {he stu- 
dentbody in his new capacity as 
President of St. Joseph’s College. 

In his initial address he stated 
that the objectives of St. Joseph’s 
could be n6 different from those 
which have guided the school in 
the past.

paration of your future.” 

Impressive silence lingered over 
the auditorium when Father Zano- 
lar stressed the par&mount im- 
portance of religion and its sub- 
jective application at St. Joseph’s. 
At this point he said, “To help 
you know your God and your 
religion we offer you our program 
of religious instruction. To help 
you serve God we offer you every J 
possible opp ortunity to receive the 
Sacraments, to attend Holy Mass 
'and other liturgical services, and 
the chapel is always open. . . 
though it is too often empty.” 

Personal Interviews 
With the hope of furthering 
the aim of the college Father 
Zanolar told the assembly that to 
fulfill his desire of becoming per- 
sonally acquainted with each stu- 
dent he was going to ” set aside 
definite times during the day 
when students could visit him for 
personal interviews. 

In concluding, the new president 
declared a double holiday, Oct. 11 
and 12.

Student-vetetans whose depend- Q- 
ency status changed during the 
summer vacation are reminded by 
Veterans Administration to sub- 
mit proof of additional dependen- 
cy as soon as possible to the ap- A- 
propriate VA office in which their 
records are filed. 

Veterans with dependents, who 
are studying full or part-time in 
schools and colleges under the 
G-I Bill are eligible for additional q 
subsistence payments because of 
the dependents. 

However, legal proof, such as 
certified copies of public records 
of birth, baptism, marriage, di- 
vorce or - other evidence, must be q_ 
in their VA training file in order 
to qualify. 

Single veterans studying under 
the G-I Bill are eligible for — 
monthly subsistence allowances up 
to $75. Veterans with one depen- A- 
dent may receivb $105 per month 
and veterans with two or more de- 
pendents, $120. 


-Does a veteran who has be- 
come eligible for a loan guar- 
anty through separation from 
service lose his eligibility by ° 
return to active duty in the 
armed forces ? 

-If he has become eligible once, 
he remains eligible, provided 
he can meet the other require- 
ments of the Servicerhen’s Re- 
adjustment Act and regula- 
tiohs in regard to the guar- 
anty. 

-Is a veteran entitled to a loan 
guaranty while he i$ receiving 
compensation or while he is 
going to school under the G-I 
Bill? 

-Yes. 

-I signed a statement before 
my discharge that I had a 
disability before I enlisted in 
the armed forces. Will this 
statement bar nie from receiv- 
ing compensation ? 

-No. Under the law any state- 
ment of this nature which you 
may have made at discharge is 
considered null - and void.
